- One ſaying 
to him that moſt of the Apettice dyed a violent Death, he re- 
plyed, Nay, a greater than the Apoſtles, our Lord himfelf dyed, not 
only a ſhameful, -but a painful Death : He further ſaid, This manzer 
of Death hath been the moſt terrible thing in the World ro my thoughts, 

ut I bleſs God, now 1 am neither afraid nor aſhamed to dye. He faid, 
The parting with my Friends, and their grief for me, is my greateſt diffi- 
e-lty ; but it will be but for a very ſhort time, and we ſhall meet again 
mn endleſs Joys, where my dear Father is already enter*d, him ſhall I 
preſently jofaly meet : Then muſing with himſelf a while, he with 
an extraordinary ſeriouſneſs. ſung theſe two Verſes of one of 
Herbert's Poems,

Verſe, All we like ſheep have gone aſtray, we have' turned every one 
to his own way, but the Lord hath laid on him the Iniquity of us aft ; 
ſeeming to intimate ſome Impreſs made nn his Soal from them, 
'but 'was interrupted, then he ' ſaid, Chri# 5s all, When the 
Sheriff came, he had the fame chearfulneſs and ſerenity of Mind 
in taking leave of his Friends, and in the Sledge, which ſeem- 
ed to increaſe to the laſt, ( as thoſe. preſent have affirmed; ) 
joyning in Prayer, and in ſinging a Pſalm with great appear-

obſerved by ſeveral who were preſent all the while. * The hour 
being come, he was brought to the Place of Execution, where 
he ſalated the People on all ſides of the Caſtle; and after ha- 
ving refreſhed himſelf with a Cordial ont of his Pocket, cauſed 
himſelf to be ſupported by two Men, and ſpake to the People 
in theſe words. : 


Gentlemen and Bretbren, 

&« It is afſÞþointed for all Men that come into the World once to 
* die, after Death to Judgment ;; and ſince Death is a debt that all 
* of us muſt Pays it 4s but matter of ſmall moment what way it be 
** done ; and ſeeing the Lord is pleaſed in this manner to take 
«* me to himſelf, I confeſs ſomething hard to Fleſh and Blood, 
6 bat bleſſed be his Natne who hath made me not only Willing, 
&* but Thankful, for honouring me,” to lay down that” Life he 
* gave me for his Cauſe ; in the which, were every Hair on this

<* ander, that there ſhould be ſo many diviſions during their Pil-

* eth near, whereas chere is but one Shepherd, there ſhall be but 
*© one Sheep-fold; It was therefore the defence of this Party in 
* their jult Rights and Liberties : Ar this they rattled the Drums, to 
<< which he- ſaid, They need not. trouble. themſelves, for he ſhould 
 ©**fay no-more of his Mind on that ſubjeft, ſeeing they were ſo un-

<< pery and Slavery be riding in upon them, yet they do not per- 
< ceive it; thd I am ſure there was none marked of God aboye ano- 
** ther ; for none came into the World with'a Ladel on his Back, 
© neither booted and ſpurr*d to ride in : Not but that I am well ſa- 
- *© tisfied that God hath wiſely ordered different Stations for Men in 
* this World, as I have already ſaid, Kings having ſo much Pow- 
& eras to make them great, and People as to make them happy : 
<« And to conclude, I ſhall only-add my wiſhes for all Mens "4h 
<« tion, who were Created for that end. 


Aﬀter ending theſe Words, he Prayed moſt fervently about three 
of att Hour, freely Focgirigy all Mat, even his greateſt Enemies, ing moſt 
earneſtly- the deliverance of Son, particularly Praying for London, Edinburgh, 
and. Dublin, from which the ſtreams run that rule God's People in the three 
Nations : Being asked ſome hours before his Execution, If he thought not his 
Sentence dreadful > he anſwered, He wiſhed he had 4 Limb for every Town. in 
Chaiftendom.

God, and I now dye of the Reformed Proteſtant Religion z thac 
if ever Popery ſhould return into this Nation, it would be a ve- 
ry great and ſeyere Judgment, that Idye-in expeCtation of che 
Pardon of all my Sins, and of acceptance with God-the Father, 
by the imputed Righteouſneſs «ow Chriſt, he being rhe _

of the Law for Righteouſneſs to every one that believes; Ithank 
God through Jeſus Chriſt; that I do depart under the Blood of 
Sprinkling, which ſpeaketh better things then that of Abel; God 
having made this Caſtiſement an Ordinance to my Soul; I did 
oace as lictle expe to come to this place on this occaſion, as any 
Perſon,in this place or Nation ;* therefore let all learn not to be
